1,^0 students were entolled in the Secondary Technical School* The 
majority of students had seholarahips and each one of them received 1,700 
to 3,500 dinars a month for room, board and other <»q>en8es* 
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school is essentially a teacher training 8cho<^o 
The students take coizrses in aatbematios, ebemiatry, et cetera in order 
to prepare them^ves for teaching* 


JUlitory authorities graht scholarships to train 

tedmicians* In some cases, students are amt to universities for 
training end in other eases, they are sent to factories for a period of 
apprenticeship* In either case, after eon^etion of the training period, 
the student is required to serve for several years with the militaxy,
